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REMARKS 



The Examiner has required restriction between the following two groups of claims: 

I. Claims 1-20, drawn to a method of use, classified in class 514, subclass 171; and 

II. Claims 21-40, drawn to a composition, classified in class 424, subclass 501. 

Applicant hereby provisionally elects claims 1-20 (Group I) for continued 
examination. 

The Examiner has also required that a number of "species" be elected as follows: 

1) A corticosteroid from the list recited in claim 7; 

2) A polymer from the list recited in claim 1 1 ; and 

3) A labile agent as recited in claims 14-20. 

Applicants provisionally elect the species shown below. The claims that read on the 
elected species are shown below as well. 

1) Corticosteroid triamcinolone acetonide. Claims 1-20 are generic to this species, 
and all elected claims read on it. 

2) Polymer poly(lactide-co-glycolide)s. Claims 1-20 are generic to this species, and 
all elected claims read on it. 

3) Peptide exendin-4. Claims 1-15 are generic to this species, and claims 1-15 read 

on it.
